SUBJECT: Dr. Joseph Hollo’s Letter to 

DCI, and transmittal from 
Senator George Smathers 


1. Dr. Joseph Hollo of Miami, Florida, has written to DCI 
requesting translations of the Bill of Rights and his preface in a 
number of specified languages. Also he suggests that he give pro- 
American lectures in Europe and South .merican countries in Spanish, 
French, German, and Hungarian and indicates his willingness to 
arrange these lectures at his own expense. A copy of hi® letter to 
DCI was forwarded by Senator Smathers requesting that he receive 

a copy of the reply to Dr. Hollo. 

2. In November 1956 Dr. Hollo approached both CIA and USIA 
to assist in translating into 50 to 55 languages ‘'The Declaration of 
Independence 15 and his preface; to provide offset reproduction proofs; 
and purchase up to 10,000 copies of this publication. 

3. At that time a check was mad® with USIA, Dr. Claude E. 
Hawley, Deputy Chief, ISA, USIA, who informed us that Dr. Hollo 
had refused to follow a suggested course to revise his presentation 
so that each volume was dedicated to the presentation of the Declara- 
tion in English and perhaps one other foreign language. At that time 
we concluded that this proposal was definitely not of interest to this 
Agency, accordingly a letter was sent to Dr. Hollo signed by

4 . The current proposal of Dr. Hollo has likewise been dis 
cussed with Dr. Hawley of USIA. Dr. Hawley is not aware of a 
current proposal to USIA by Dr. Hollo but will be alerted to the 
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possibility. Dr. Hawley state® that translation of the Bill of Rights 
in several languages all in one package would definitely not be 
acceptable to his Agency. However in the light of Director George 
Allen’s interest in making available the basic classical documents 
of the United States, USIA might have an interest in a publication 
in English and perhaps one other language. He recalled the earlier 
proposal of Dr. Hollo and speculated that the author would perhaps 
not be willing to go along with separating the several -language 
translations. 

5. Dr. Hollo’s suggestion that he make a lecture tour through 
Latin America appears not as a specific proposal but rather as a 
request for official attribution. Accordingly his interest appears to 
be more in line with the USIA mission. 


6. Consistent with our earlier conclusion Dr. Hollo’s pro- 
posals do not appear to be w ithin the proper scope of the activities 

of this Agency. A reply for lignature is attached. 

I defer to your judgment as to the proper method of transmitting a 
copy to Senator Smathers.

Likewise 1 would ask you to reply to my following proposition. 

I am an American writer cf Hungarian origin living in Miami 5 and 
half years. During my whole life I was a great friend of the U.S. and 
I am considered by the people of the world as a Good-Will Ambassador 
who wants to strei^iten the friendship between the U.S. and other 
countries. 

When my latest work "The Declaration of Independence of the U.S. 
in '• i ‘en Languages" was published /Please see Pamphlet, Resume and news- 
papers/ then I sent 1,400 copies as my gift to all parts of the world 
to Kings, Presidents, Secretaries of State, to the most important Se- 
nators, Universities and Libraries etc. 

I-t seems to me that after the Declaration the Bill of Rights 
should also be published. This amazing document would incurr the admi- 
/ ration and the respect of the entired world to the U.S. It is 

shockingly surprising and also very sad how few people are acquainted 
with this document. Dozen of languages published together would greatly 
increase its effectiveness and spell. I observed this fact in r^y 
former work. 

I myself am too weak for this enormous task and therefore I ask 
the kind assistance of the translations and my preface in this languages 
together with the plates ready for printing.

I wish to erase the 
impression, the greatest error, that the U.l>. is striving to exploit 
other nations and that serious racial injustices exist here. I would 
like to inform the worldthat the U.S. does not consist only of milli- 
onaires but mostly hardworking citizens* From the taxes oi these people 
does general help reach the great part of the world. - The people of 
uhe U.S. feels simpathy for everybody. It does not demonstrate against 
anybody. He must explain that in this country there is such a great 
freedom that this is unbelivable by many hundred millions 01 people. 

;/e have to make realize them the freedom of speach, action, press, 
and critique. Tne South American peoples feel an inferiority complex 
toward tne U.S. and therefore, curious but t ue . that sometimes they 
nate us. I impres them when I speek of the peoples fate with 0 . 50.- 
weekly salaries, which interest them most, so 1 gain tnere confidence 
,-md the inferiority complex with the hate s iowly disappears, if i 
cell them that there are errors and mistakes in the U.S. also, they 
oelieve me. And after this if I will mention that not all but only 
807o of tne workers own cars, than the impression is enormous. T6 
odfcbize tnis? Only possess apartments witn hot water, refrigera- 
tors, oatnrooms etc. Presented so, tne result is iormidable. This
